3. ADOPTION OF AN ORDINANCE FOR A REVISION TO COMMERCIAL PLANNED 
DEVELOPMENT PERMIT CP-93-11 FOR AN AMENDMENT TO THE DEVELOPMENT 
AGREEMENT WITH CAMDEN GROUP, LTD. FOR THE MODIFICATION OF AN 
EXISTING FREESTANDING SIGN LOCATED AT 333 EAST MAIN STREET - F87- 
83B, F2M18-28, N2M18-29, 02M18-4734 

Principal Planner LAM reported that this was the time and place set by Notice No. 
N2M18-29 for the Alhambra City Council to hold a public hearing to consider adoption of 
an ordinance approving a Revision to Commercial Planned Development Permit CP-93- 
11 for an Amendment to the Development Agreement by and between the City of 
Alhambra and Camden Group, Ltd. for the modification of an existing freestanding sign 
located within an existing shopping center located in the East Main Commercial zone. 
The subject site is approximately 4.7 acres on the north side of East Main Street 
between North Chapel Avenue and North Almansor Street. It is currently developed with 
four separate buildings measuring a total of 64,574 square feet and a related surface 
parking lot. The shopping center is subject to a Development Agreement by and 
between the City of Alhambra and Camden Group, Ltd. The Development Agreement 
was adopted by Ordinance No. 093-4246 on June 14, 1993 and conveys to the 
developer and their successors certain rights, including but not limited to, project scope 
of development, project development schedule, permitted land uses, and sign design. 
Currently, the shopping center has a 6-foot high freestanding monument sign and 
another 20-foot high freestanding pylon sign located along the Main Street frontage. The 
6-foot high monument sign is for the Arby’s Restaurant and the 20-foot high pylon sign, 
pursuant to the Development Agreement, is only allowed to carry the names of the two 
anchor tenants (99 Ranch Market and Auto Club of Southern California) and not more 
than two additional tenants of the shopping center may be placed. The Amendment to 
the Development Agreement will remove the limitation that allows no more than four 
tenant names, and will allow for any or all tenants to be able to place their names on the 
20-foot high freestanding pylon sign. This Amendment will remain in effect throughout 
the life of the Agreement (through December 31, 2043) unless replaced by subsequent 
Amendments. 

Opened & Closed Public Hearing: Mayor SHAM opened the public hearing; and, as 
there was no one present wishing to speak, he closed the same. 

Discussion: Councilmember MESSINA asked if there would be ongoing 

oversight in terms of uniformity with the sign when businesses turned over in the 
shopping plaza. Responding, Ms. Anesta PASCH, representing the Camden Group, Ltd. 
noted that there would be oversight and uniformity with respect to the look of the sign.

7. AWARD CONTRACT: CONTRACT MANAGEMENT AND INSPECTION SERVICES 
FOR THE SEWER LIFT STATION NO. 2 REPLACEMENT PROJECT - F2M14-27, 
RFP2M17-10, C2M18-4, M2M18-41

8. APPROPRIATION OF FUNDS FOR PARKWAY TREE EXPENSES FOR FISCAL 
YEAR 2017-2018 - F2M17-17, M2M18-42 

Public Works has expended the allocated budget of $365,000 this fiscal year maintaining 
the City’s parkway trees due to increased activity surrounding dead tree removals, 
trimmings and plantings this year. There has been a large increase in dead parkway 
trees due to residents not watering their trees during the drought. When trees are 
drought stricken, they become stressed, making them more susceptible to pests and 
disease. This has also increased emergencies and crew rental expenditures to address 
poor tree health and branches dropping/trees falling. Heavy rains and winds can also 
escalate these expenses. In addition to the increase workload, staff has been notified by 
West Coast Arborists’ Tree Health and Pest Control Arborist that there may be a need to 
address pest control and soil injection treatments to better protect our urban forest. 
Therefore, additional funding is needed.

9. RING REBATE PROGRAM FOR HOME SECURITY - F2M18-31, M2M18-44 

Chief of Police VU reported that as crime rates, particularly burglary and theft, have risen 
throughout the San Gabriel Valley, staff was proposing a partnership with Ring, a home 
security company specializing in doorbell and surveillance cameras, to implement a 
rebate program for Alhambra residents. The City would offer a $50 subsidy, which Ring 
would match with a $50 discount, toward one Ring Home Security product per 
household from the approved list of items, resulting in a $100 savings per item. This 
allocation will support 200 households in purchasing a Ring product. The rebate program 
will be available to Alhambra residents on a first-come, first-served basis starting April 8, 
2018. 


Public Input: Lola ARMENDARIZ asked what the hours would be for this 

program and where it would be located. Responding, Mayor SHAM replied it would be 
from 9:00 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. and it would be located on Second Street closer to 
Commonwealth Avenue. Mayor SHAM noted that the Ring Rebate Program was a 
reflection of one of his three areas of focus during his time as Mayor which were public 
safety, disaster preparedness and infrastructure. Vice Mayor MALONEY and 
Councilmember MEJIA both noted the potential effectiveness of the Ring systems in 
helping prevent the theft of items left on the front porches of residences. 

Action Taken: City Council approved an allocation of $10,000 to support a 

rebate program for homeowners toward the purchase of a Ring Video Doorbell or 
Security Camera; authorized staff to pursue a partnership agreement with Ring to 
establish and administer said rebate program; and, directed staff to undertake the steps 
necessary to finalize Council’s action.

RIGHTS TO KINNELOA IRRIGATION DISTRICT - F2M9-62, M2M18-39 

The City of Alhambra has 722.50 acre-feet of unused water rights in the Raymond Basin 
for Fiscal Year 2017-2018. The City has the option to lease these rights to interested 
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parties for a fee. The Kinneloa Irrigation District has offered to lease 207 acre-feet of our 
Raymond Basin water rights for $305.00 per acre-foot, for a total of $63,135. As such, 
staff requested that the City Council authorize the City Manager to sign a lease 
agreement with the Kinneloa Irrigation District for these Raymond Basin water 
production rights for Fiscal Year 2017-2018.

ORDINANCES - FIRST READING 

17. ORDINANCE AMENDING THE ALHAMBRA MUNICIPAL CODE TO ALLOW DOGS 
ON LEASHES IN CERTAIN AREAS OF CITY PARKS AND TO REQUIRE ANY 
PERSON WITH A DOG IN PARKS TO REMOVE ANY WASTE DEPOSITED BY THE 
DOG - F2M18-30, 02M18-4733 

Director of Community Services PAULSON reported currently the Alhambra Municipal 
Code does not allow dogs in any parks, even if they are on a leash. This is unique to 
Alhambra, as the following neighboring cities allow dogs in parks on-leash: San Gabriel, 
San Marino, South Pasadena, Pasadena, Rosemead, Temple City, Monterey Park, and 
Arcadia. Despite the Municipal Code, Alhambra residents bring their dogs to every one 
of Alhambra’s parks, usually on leash. The proposed ordinance would require a dog to 
be on a leash that is not longer than six feet, and with the dog under the full control of its 
owner. While this ordinance would allow dogs in parks on leash, dogs would still be 
prohibited from being in any lake, pool, enclosed ball field, tennis court, basketball court, 
gymnasium, playground, or on the golf course. Furthermore, this ordinance would make 
it unlawful for a dog’s owner or custodian to fail to immediately remove and properly 
dispose of any waste or fecal matter deposited by a dog in the person’s possession. 

Public Input: Lola ARMENDARIZ suggested the City Council table this matter 

until outreach could be conducted to the homeowners neighboring Alhambra’s parks to 
get their input. She asked if anyone would be monitoring the parks now that dogs would 
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be allowed and felt this matter further affirmed her belief in the need for the City to hire 
park rangers She suggested that the City Council agendize the issue of park rangers. 
She also felt allowing dogs in the parks could create a parking issue and that people 
would not pick up after their dogs. Finally, she suggested a fence for the Edison 
Easement area adjacent to the park because it may become a dog-run. 

Discussion: Mayor SHAM noted that Code Enforcement officers patrolled the 

parks to the best of their abilities on weekends. He added that the City had been trying 
to create a dog park for years and this ordinance to allow leashed dogs parks was a 
good alternative until a dog park could be built. Councilmember MESSINA pointed out 
that the community provided input from a survey conducted by staff about a variety of 
park issues. She added that the need for a dog park in the City had been an ongoing 
discussion since her first time on the City Council and that this ordinance was the best 
compromise at this time. 


Vice Mayor MALONEY remarked that a dog park was identified as a high priority with 
residents he spoke with during his campaigning. He pointed out that dogs played an 
important role in their owners’ lives and people were already walking their dogs on leash 
in the City’s parks. This ordinance would give staff resources to inform residents of the 
rules in place regarding dogs in the park and provide amenities to help them pick up 
after their dogs. He concluded by stating that the Council could reevaluate the ordinance 
if problems and/or abuses arose. Councilmember MEJIA noted his support for the 
ordinance. Councilmember AYALA noted that he had been against a dog park because 
he felt the concentration of dogs present at a dog park could cause more issues for 
neighboring homes. Also, in passing this ordinance, it would be made clear that dogs 
must be on leash at parks. Additionally, it would allow the City to provide patrons with 
the opportunity to pick up after their dogs by supplying dog waste bag receptacles at the 
parks. He expressed his support for the ordinance and added that the Council could 
revisit it in a year to make adjustments if needed.

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City Attorney MONTES reported staff was requesting that the City Council approve an 
Ordinance amending Ordinance No. 02M17-4718 pertaining to salary and benefits for 
Executive Management and Confidential Employee Classes for fiscal years 2017-2018 
and 2018-2019.

ORAL COMMUNICATIONS - F2M18-4 

1. Lola ARMENDARIZ felt that four years was too long to go without emergency 
preparedness training/classes offered to residents by the City. She asked the Council to 
look into this as it was a serious and important issue for residents. She hoped an event 
like those held in past in Council Chambers and at the Fire Department Headquarters 
would take place soon. 

2. Jaime NGUYEN, 1841 S. Ninth Street, expressed concern over the recent parking ticket 
she received while she was studying at the Library. She felt the four hour parking time 
limitation did not equate with the vision of a library. She suggested a validation system 
rather than a parking time limit. 

3. Ben TRAN, 2038 S. Stoneman Avenue, also expressed his displeasure with receiving a 
parking citation for exceeding the four hour parking time limit in the Library’s parking 
structure. He felt that students and library patrons should not have to worry about having 
too good of an experience or becoming too immersed in book that they may forget about 
the parking time limitation and therefore incur a citation. He asked the Council to think 
about whether this policy was to the benefit of library patrons or not.

simulator and the Ring Rebate Program. He invited all resident to attend to receive value 
information on emergency preparedness.
